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Family's 
holiday is 
ruined by 
burglary 

BURGLARS ransacked the 
home of a Halesowen family 
while they were on holiday, 
stealing jewellery, a laptop 
and a knife. 

Michael and Jane Rogers 
and their children Kate, 
aged 17, and David, 21, were 
sitting overlooking the sea 
at a restaurant in Portugal 
when they got the call from 
police telling them raiders 
had struck at their home in 
Tanhouse Lane. 

They arrived home two 
days later to find the bur¬ 
glars had smashed their way 
in through the patio doors 
and stolen jewellery of senti¬ 
mental value, a laptop, keys 
to the family’s utility room 
and other items, including 
David’s old Territorial Army 
knife. 

Mr Rogers, a 70-year-old 
factory worker, estimates 
the total value of the haul, 
together with the damage 
caused, will be more than 
£5,000. 

He is offering a £200 
reward for information lead¬ 
ing to the arrest and convic¬ 
tion of those responsible for 
the crime. 

Mr Rogers said: “The jew¬ 
ellery included rings from 
my parents and Jane’s 
mother, which were of senti¬ 
mental value, and I don’t 
know how you can put a 
value on that. 

The family at first tried to 
organise flights home imme¬ 
diately but that proved too 
expensive.

THE FUNERAL of a tragic 
15-year-old who drowned in 
a disused quarry lake near 
Dudley has taken place. 

Augusto Zacarias died 
after falling about four 
metres from a ledge into the 
Blue Lagoon waters at the 
Marl Hole pool near the 
Crooked House pub in Him- 
ley on July 25. 

Family and friends of the 
young footballer, whose 
family moved from Portugal 
to live in Sedgley, attended a 
service at Dudley Christian 
Fellowship in Dudley. He 
had been in the country less 
than three weeks.

HUNDREDS of cheering fans gathered in Halesowen to 
give Olympic medallist Kristian Thomas a hero’s welcome 
at the gymnastics club where he started his road to glory. 

The 23-year-old was greeted by loud cheers when he arrived at the special event held in 
his honour at the Earls Gymnastics Club, Halesowen. Kristian made history when he 
helped secure a bronze medal in the Team GB gymnastics squad - the first time British 
men have done so in a century. More than 300 people gathered at the club in Furnace Lane 
- which was closed to traffic for the occasion - to catch a glimpse of their hero, despite a 
heavy downpour. Part of the event this week had to be moved inside the club due to the bad 
weather, but the rain failed to dampen the spirits and the sun even made an appearance 

when Kristian arrived. 


Call for ban 
on fishing 
to be lifted 

ANGLERS have joined forces to launch a 
campaign calling for a two-year ban on fish¬ 
ing to be lifted at a Halesowen beauty spot. 

Angling was prohibited after community 
groups claimed two ducks died at The Lea- 
sowes, Halesowen after getting caught up in 
fishing line. There were also claims vegeta¬ 
tion was being ruined. 

But anglers, led by Paul Thomas, aged 64, 
who have used the site for years are furious 
and say the majority of them act responsi¬ 
bly. 

They have now started a petition and 
have already collected 100 signatures call¬ 
ing for fishing to be allowed on four purpose 
built platforms on the site’s main pool for an 
18-month trial period. 

Campaigners have submitted the pro¬ 
posal to Dudley Council and hope to meet 
officers in the coming weeks. 

Mr Thomas, of Chestnut Road, Oldbury, 
said: “People who have done nothing wrong 
are now being stopped from fishing and it 
does not seem fair.” 

Paul Evans, who works at the Mai Storey 
Angling Centre, Halesowen, used to regu¬ 
larly fish there but now has to travel to the 
Warrens Hall Nature Reserve. 

He said: “I just can’t see why it is still 
banned.” Councillor Tracy Wood, said: “We 
will be considering our options following the 
current suspension.” 


Among the crowd was Mayor of Dudley, 
Councillor Melvyn Mottram, along with 
members of Halesowen’s athletics, cycling 
and cricket clubs and Old Halesonians 
Rugby Club and Halesowen Town FC. 

Kristian, of Wednesfield, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton looked shocked when he saw the crowds 
waving flags and banners as he turned up 
wearing his Team GB tracksuit. 

The former St Edmund’s School pupil 
made a short speech, during which he 
thanked everyone for their support, before 
posing for pictures with families and sign¬ 
ing autographs. 

He said: “This has been absolutely amaz¬ 
ing. I didn’t expect anything like this - they 
kept it all really quiet and just told me to 
turn up in my tracksuit and bring my medal 
and a smile. 

Interested 

“I’m so grateful to everyone for making 
the effort to come out. It’s great to see so 
many people who are genuinely interested 
in gymnastics.” 

The event at the club, where Kristian has 
trained two or three times a week since he 
was five, was organised by chairman John 
Caulwell. 

He said: “We are extremely proud of Kris¬ 
tian’s fantastic achievement. He has 
worked tirelessly with his personal coach 
Michelle Bradley to reach the very top of his 
sport.” 

Among the crowds braving the rain were 
Nicki Bolton and her children William, six 
and eight-year-old Emma, who goes to 
recreational gymnastics classes at the club. 

Mrs Bolton, of Quinton, said: “I bet he 
has made his way through plenty of storms 
to get to training so the least we can do is 
come and show our support. 

“He is a real inspiration to children like 
Emma and she wants to end up at the 
Olympics like him.”

Stranded

A HALESOWEN couple who 
were among holidaymakers 
stranded abroad for more 
than 50 hours because of a 
fault with their aeroplane 
has spoken of their ordeal.

They had been due to fly 
home on Saturday night but 
the Monarch airline crew dis¬ 
covered a problem with the 
door hatch. 

The passengers were put 
up in a hotel in Tenerife’s 
capital Santa Cruz while 
engineers worked to fix the 
fault. 

But passengers said they 
were “kept in the dark” 
about any plans to return 
them home. 

Monarch has apologised 
for the inconvenience and 
given each passenger £100 in 
compensation and a £100 
flight voucher. 

Among those hit by the 
delay were Esther and Gary 
Rowley, from Halesowen, 
who holiday in Tenerife 
every year. 

Mrs Rowley, a 42-year-old 
payroll co-ordinator, said the 
passengers had been told 
there was a delay. 

“About 45 minutes went 
by and everybody was getting 
restless. It was so hot on the 
plane and we asked if we 
could get off,” she said. 

Mrs Rowley said they 
would be making an official 
complaint. 

Boy rescued

He was born in Burton- 
on-Trent but raised in Los Angeles where 
he became a member of the infamous LA 
Crips gang. 

He moved to Dudley a year ago after leav¬

Tragic families unite in 
demand for heart tests

A coroner says national 
screening is vital to 
detect potentially fatal 
heart defects. LOUISE 
JEW reports. 

THEY are often very fit and 
sporty - but hundreds of 
young people aged under 
35 die in this country every 
year from a sudden, undi¬ 
agnosed heart problem. 

Luke Chapman, from Hagley, a 
strapping 6ft tall 15-year-old, died 
from a sudden irregular heartbeat 
while playing rugby for his school at 
Kidderminster on March 20. 

Halesowen 14-year-old Leon 
Mansell, a keen footballer who 
wanted to be a PE teacher, met a 
similar fate as he laughed and joked 
with friends in January last year, 
and fitness instructor Zoe Teale, 
from Cheslyn Hay, also died sud¬ 
denly. 

Now Birmingham Deputy Coro¬ 
ner Miss Sarah Ormond-Walshe has 
called for the Department of Health 
to consider launching a national 
heart screening programme after 
carrying out an inquest on Luke 
Chapman, of Meadowcroft, Hagley, 
who not only played for his school, 
Haybridge High, Hagley, but also 
Old Halesonians Rugby Club. 

Figure 

But the Department of Health has 
so far rejected appeals for such 
screening, although it will recon¬ 
sider the issue this year. 

Expert cardiac pathologist Dr 
Mary Sheppard, of the Royal 
Brompton Hospital, London, told 
the Birmingham inquest that 10 to 
12 otherwise healthy people aged 
under 35 died every week from sud¬ 
den adult death arrhythmia - irreg¬ 
ular heartbeat - in this country, 
often while doing sport. 

She said the figure could be as 
high as 800 deaths a year. 

The charity Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY), which offers screening 
sessions, including some in the West 
Midlands, says that in Italy, where 
testing is mandatory for all young 
people active in sport, the sudden 


cardiac death rate has been reduced 
by a staggering 90 per cent. 

The charity believes that every¬ 
one between the ages of 14 and 35 
should have access to cardiac screen¬ 
ing as 80 per cent of young, sudden 
cardiac deaths occur with no prior 
symptoms. 

“The only way to find young peo¬ 
ple who harbour this condition is by 
participating in a proactive screen¬ 
ing process,” said CRY’s chief exec¬ 
utive and founder Alison Cox. 

“Sport does not cause sudden car¬ 
diac death - but it can significantly 
increase a person’s risk if they have 
an underlying condition. 

“We are increasingly getting 
sports bodies making the decisions 
to use our screening but there 
should be a national screening pro¬ 
gramme by experts, particularly 
after the wonderful success of the 
Olympics.” 

But a Department of Health 
spokesman said that, so far, the UK 
National Screening Committee did 
not recommend launching such a 
programme. “This is because they 
found in 2008 that there is a consid¬ 


erable risk either of false positives, 
or of having heart problems that 
tests do not pick up,” he said. 

“This will be kept under review, 
and the committee will consider its 
advice again this year.” 

Luke’s parents have backed the 
coroner’s calls. His father Matthew, 
aged 47, said: “A lot die young - 800 
a year, which is a whole school.” 

The Chapmans have been advised 
that close relatives of Luke should 
be tested to find out whether his 
condition could run in the family. 

Referred 

Members of Leon Mansell’s fam¬ 
ily - his mother, Jean, brothers 
Craig, 24, and Matthew, 19, and sis¬ 
ter Kerrie, 20, who is four months 
pregnant - have already undergone 
similar tests following last year’s 
inquest on his death and were told 
they were fit and well. 

However, his father, Bernard, who 
lives in California, was referred to a 
cardiologist following the tests. 

Zoe’s parents Peter and Julie 
Teale, have raised £60,000 since she 
died in her sleep in September 2009 


to raise awareness and to launch 
heart screening sessions for young 
people in the West Midlands. 

They have banked the money 
with CRY to organise annual testing 
sessions by an expert team at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Oldswinford Hospital 
School, where Mr Teale works as the 
catering manager, and at Aston Villa 
Football Club. 

And they are sure their actions 
have already saved lives among the 
200 pupils screened so far at the 
school and the 500 at Aston Villa. 

Mr Teale, aged 50,said: “We had 
one 14-year-old boy screened at 
Aston Villa who would have been 
dead within four years - but a sim¬ 
ple operation saved him. 

“Around 10 per cent of those 
screened are found to have some 
kind of problem, whether minor or 
major, and they are then referred on 
to a cardiologist for further tests. 
Not all would have been fatal but 
some would.” 

Zoe, who worked at Fitness First 
gym, Wednesbury, was unaware of 
her heart defect. 


Smell of 
drugs led 
to raid 
on house 

A CANNABIS grower has 
been jailed for 18 months 
after 34 plants were found 
in a Dudley house. 

Police were called to the 
then home of Sean Kelly, 
aged 27, after neighbours 
smelled the drug near the 
detached house he was rent¬ 
ing from a friend in North- 
cott Road. 

Kelly, who know lives in 
Pype Hayes Road, Erding- 
ton, pleaded guilty at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court to producing cannabis 
and extracting electricity. 

Kelly was out on licence 
after being sentenced to 
seven years for death by 
dangerous driving. 

Lost 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “As the police got 
nearer the house they could 
smell the cannabis.” 

Police asked him about 
the smell on May 6 this year. 

Mr Rees told the court 
that police also found a 
lighting set with timers. 

Sarah Hurd, defending, 
said Kelly had been on 
licence for 14 months and 
needed money. 

She said: “He got himself 
a job, but he lost it after his 
employer found out about 
his prison sentence, which 
got him depressed.” 

Judge Martin Walsh jailed 
Kelly for 15 months for cul¬ 
tivating cannabis and three 
months for extracting elec¬ 
tricity to run consecutively. 

Go-ahead for 
bridge work 

A PROJECT to restore a 
historic bridge affected by 
mining subsidence over the 
Birmingham New Main Line 
Canal at Coseley has been 
given the go-ahead. 

British Waterways will 
start repair work in Septem¬ 
ber after funding of around 
£18,000 was secured. It 
expected to take six weeks. 

Officials said it will safe¬ 
guard the future of the 
bridge, which has Grade II 
listed building status. A 
planning application was 
approved by Dudley Council.

leaders seek payouts 
on roadworks impact

Rani Raj, of Select and 
Save, in Brockmoor High 
Street, said they were still 
counting the costs of the 
work. “Business is inconsis-

tent during the first three 
weeks of the summer 
holiday but having the work 
take place so close to this 
period means we have felt 
the impact even more,” she 
said. 

“We will be seeking com¬ 
pensation for the trade we 
lost during the roadworks. 

Fellow trader Mark

Bait and Tackle, also in High 
Street, said he was also 
seeking compensation. 

“Thankfully, more people 
are coming through now and 
I have seen an upturn in 
trade and hopefully this will 
continue,” he said. 

“However, business was 
affected during the period of 
the roadworks.” 

Councillor Judy Foster 
previously said the project 
was vital to the area.

School prom limousine firm 
had no operation insurance 


A DUDLEY limousine firm which takes young¬ 
sters to school proms across the region has 
received a £1,000 court bill after being caught 
in a sting operation without a private hire 
licence or valid insurance. 

Council officers swooped after a father who wanted to 
book a vehicle for his daughter’s school prom asked if 
Splash Limousines was licensed. When licensing officials 
then made a booking they found the firm did not have a 
licence to operate private hire vehicles, Dudley Magistrates 


Court heard last week. 

The insurance policies, 
which stated they covered 
private hire cars, therefore 
became invalid, Mr Tim 
Holder, prosecuting, said. 

The firm is run by Lee 
Jeavons and Rachel 
Mar son, who said they could 
end up going out of business 
as a result of the court 
hearing. 

Marson and Jeavons, who 
drove the limousine, told 
magistrates they believed 
they were covered by the 
insurance and said council 
officials told them the auth¬ 
ority did not license limou¬ 
sines, so they thought they 
could continue operating. 

Mr Shabir Qureshi, 
defending, said: “Five years 
ago there was a lot of talk 
among other limo compa¬ 
nies that a private hire 
licence may be required, but 
Miss Marson was given the 
clear impression that there 
was no need for this in 
Dudley.” 

But enforcement officer 
Trevor Parkes said the 



council had started licens¬ 
ing limousines three years 
ago due to a change in the 
law. 

“He said they should have 
been aware of this and 
needed to apply for a new 
licence. 

But the couple claimed all 
they had been sent was 
information relating to taxis 
and Hackney carriages. 

Jeavons, 32, of Pensnett 
Road, Dudley, admitted 
using a vehicle without 
third party insurance and 
driving and operating a 
private hire vehicle without 
a licence. 

Marson, 28, of Greenfield 
Road, Kingswinford, admit¬ 
ted permitting the use of a 
vehicle with no insurance, 
and operating a private hire 
vehicle without a licence. 

They were each fined 
£300, ordered to pay £200 
costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Six points were put on 
their driving licences.

War camp survivor wins 
medal seven decades on 


A GREAT Wyrley woman has 
received the Siberian Cross 
from the Polish Government 
for her time in a repatriation 
camp. 

Janina Chmielewska was one of 
many Polish people dragged from their 
homes and moved to Siberia in April 
1940. She was removed from the 
country at the age of 15 along with her 
11-year-old sister Helena and 13-year- 
old brother Wladek. The youngster was 
then put to backbreaking farming work 
and laying railway track. 

“The time there was terrible,” 
recalled Janina, now 88, of Jacobs Hall 
Lane. “They kept us sometimes without 
food for two or three days. A lot of old 
people died on their way there. We had 
to work in places they put us in.” 

Her son Edward, from Walsall, is 59 
and a history teacher at Wolverhamp-

ton’s Heath Park Business & Enter¬ 
prise College. He said: “My mother was 
at home and suddenly the Russian 
troops knocked on the door.” 

“She was given a couple of hours 
notice and just told by them to ‘pack 
your things’. My mother would proba¬ 
bly have been one of the oldest.” 

Upon leaving, he said, his mother 
took many layers of clothing with her in 
order to barter with when in Siberia. 

“It had just been her birthday, and 
these were new clothes” he said. 

“Her particular village, Zablocie, was 
on the eastern side of Poland. They were 
all rounded up, not knowing what was 
happening and yet probably expecting 
the worst. She was responsible for her 
younger brother and sister.” 

The journey was one of the hardest 
chapters for Mrs Chmielewska and her 


siblings. They were driven for mile after 
mile in cattle trucks in poor conditions 
and crowded spaces. 

“The journey itself was horrendous. 
It was hot and unpleasant. They only 
had one small area for a toilet. 

“People died in there. When they did 
stop, they were just hoping people 
would give them water.” 

When she arrived at the camp, she 
was left to fend for herself. 

In June 1941 the farm workers were 
moved again, hundreds of miles away to 
lay 36 kilometres of railway line. They 
were made to work until, as prisoners of 
war, they were later released two 
months later. 

Mr Chmielewska added: “My mother 
met my father, Marian, in Britain. Dad 
was a pilot and mum a wireless opera¬ 
tor. I am very proud of my mother 
receiving it. It’s important to recognise 
people’s suffering.”

A NEWLY-APPOINTED council 
worker who diverted a chief 
executive’s salary into his girl¬ 
friend’s account within a day of 
starting his job has been jailed for 
14 months. 

Law graduate Stuart Southwick, of Black¬ 
berry Lane, Halesowen, also sent a retiring 
colleague’s final salary payment into the 
same account, a court heard. 

He blew the £19,000 on a second-hand 
Porsche, trips to London, clothes, drink, and 
a new computer and television. 

Warwick Crown Court heard how he 
began working for Solihull Council having 
got the job through an agency. 

Mr Andrew Tucker, prosecuting, said the 
26-year-old was working in the payroll 
department where he could gain personal 
details, including their banking details. 

Those included community housing chief 
executive Steve Boyd and a female council 
employee who was due to retire and to 
receive a large final payment. 

He changed their account details and, as 
a result, Mr Boyd’s £6,035 salary and the 
woman’s final salary payment of £13,688 
were not paid into their bank account on 
May 15, but into Southwick’s girlfriend 
Samantha Mason’s account. 

His fraud came to light because discrep¬ 
ancies with the woman’s bank details were 
spotted. Inquiries showed the payment had 
been made into Miss Mason’s account and 
most had been withdrawn by her the same 
day, Mr Tucker said. Recorder Richard Bond 
said Southwick, had duped her. 

Mr Trevor Meegan, defending, said 
Southwick, who admitted fraud, did not 
have his own bank account because he had 
run up a large overdraft.

A £2.1 million arts centre which 
has been built on the site of a 
former glass factory in Stour¬ 
bridge was being unveiled. 

The old glasshouse, which was part of 
Royal Doulton, Amblecote has been trans¬ 
formed into a venue for training, arts exhi¬ 
bitions and performances. 

An auditorium for 400 people has been 
built and its Lehr theatre has been 
revamped. The official opening coincides 
with the start of the International Festival 
of Glass the following day. 

The Glasshouse Arts Centre shares the 
same site as the Ruskin Glass Centre and 
has been funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Arts Council. It’s hoped the 
centre will also provide training and 
apprenticeship opportunities for future 
glassmakers. 

Aonghus Gordon, director of Ruskin Mill 
Trust, which is behind the development, 
was due to give a talk on the project and 
guests were to be given a tour of the site. 

The glasshouse’s insulation has also been 
improved to ensure the building can be used 
all year round. It is the second phase of the 
Glasshouse Redevelopment Project. The 
first saw some of the old factory buildings to 
create the Ruskin Glass Centre. 

The work cost £1.5m and was competed 
around three years ago with funding from 
Advantage West Midlands. 

It is home to 14 small businesses and has 
been visited by thousands of people since it 
opened. Plans are being drawn up fo the 
third and final phase of the project.

Six years in jail for man who 
fired shotgun to cause fear 


A MAN who admitted pulling out a pistol and firing it into the air to 
frighten a man in a Dudley high street has been jailed for six years. 

Curtis Christie was seen getting out of a Renault Megane and pulling a pistol from 
his waistband before firing it. Residents called the police who arrived at the scene 
within minutes. Christie, 23, of Wolseley Road, West Bromwich, was arrested the 
same day after being stopped in a Fiat Punto, in Tiled House Lane, Dudley. 


Nod is given 
to fire station 

THE CREATION of a new fire station in a 
South Staffordshire village has been given 
the backing of planning bosses, despite 
protests from some neighbours who have 
voiced fears the development would be a 
“nuisance”. 

Members of South Staffordshire plan¬ 
ning committee have approved proposals to 
redevelop the Kinver fire station as part of 
a £50 million county-wide scheme. A total of 
11 fire and rescue service bases in Stafford¬ 
shire will be replaced with modern “com¬ 
munity” fire stations. 

Local voluntary and charitable groups 
will be able to book space at the sites to host 
events. 

The existing Kinver station, in Fairfield 
Drive, was built in 1957 and the county 
service has decided it is one of 11 bases due 
for a new building, bankrolled by a Private 
Finance Initiative. 

But neighbours in two households, one in 
Fairfield Drive and the other in nearby 
Comber Grove, objected to the proposals in 
Kinver. One said there was not enough 
parking space, that the development would 
be out of character with the area and that it 
would increase traffic. 


A cartridge found in Pensnett High 
Street after the incident in December 
2010 was analysed and matching residue 
was found on his top, gloves and jeans, 
the court was told.

Pub shut 
after raid 
by police 

FIVE people have been 
arrested and bags of 
cannabis and cocaine seized 
following a raid on a pub in 
the heart of West Bromwich.

He then pulled and twisted her hair 
around and slapped her twice, added Mr 
Cooper. 

Mr Suresh Joshi, defending, said it was a 
“one-off” incident and that Tinsley did not 
recall what had happened. 


Alfie Best and Mark O Connor, both aged 
18 and David Price, 38, were loading pipes 
of all sizes into a yellow Renault Megane 
after handing them over a fence. 

Mrs Jayne Yeomans, prosecuting, said: 
“When police arrived the three defendants 
were in the vehicle. When it was searched 
they found large copper pipes. 

“Some had been loaded into the boot and 
some was stacked below the seats in the 
car.” 

A holdall bag full of piping and a hacksaw 
was also discovered, she said. Police said the 
metal was estimated to weigh one ton and 
was worth £3,800, the court heard. 

Best, of Holcott Road, Northampton, was 
ordered by Dudley Magistrates to do 60 
hours unpaid work while O’Connor, of Jays 
Avenue, Tipton, must complete 100 hours.

Dudley's finest would 
have lived up to billing 


Duncan Edwards, The Greatest 
by James Leighton, £18.99 

IT doesn’t take a Manchester 
United supporter to appreciate the 
enormity - and the tragedy of the 
1958 Munich air disaster. 

The Busby Babes would have 
dominated the country and possibly 
European competition for years to 
come. But the lives of so many 
players were lost in their prime, 
among them Dudley’s finest 
Duncan Edwards. 

An England player at the age of 
just 17, his country’s youngest post¬ 
war international, many believe 
Edwards would have lived up to 
‘The Greatest’ tag. By the time he 
lost his fight for life at 21, he had 
already earned 18 England caps, 
had won the League title with Uni¬ 
ted and was head over heels with 
the love of his life Molly Leach. 

Leighton’s research is extensive 
and laudable, taking a chronologi¬ 


cal look at Edwards’ life and career, 
through to that devastating crash 
and his ensuing battle for survival. 
It also looks at life after Edwards 
and what might have been. 

Family members and team-mates 
are interviewed, including fellow 
ex-district player and Babe Gordon 
Clayton, of Cannock. 

There is the heartbreaking loss of 
his sister Carol Anne, his lesser- 
known dancing ability, his father 
Gladstone’s desire for him to play 
for Wolves and turning down the 
chance to join his cousin Ray 
Stevens at Bolton. 

Throughout it all is the tale of a 
gentle giant who just loved to play 
football. Even when conscripted to 
National Service, there was just one 
thing that Army number 
234145376 wanted to do. And when 
Sir Bobby Charlton says Big Dune 
made him feel inferior, you really 
know he was something special. 


Riveting read on sports evolution 


Can We Have Our Balls Back 
Please? Julian Norridge, £9.99 

THE subtitle to this work by Julian 
Norridge is ‘How the British invented 
sport (and then almost forgot how to 
play it)’ and there is no doubt that the 
author has a point. 

From the origins of the likes of 
boxing, rugby, football, horse racing 
and golf, Norridge describes how the 
sports derived, how they were adapted 
and the formation of the rules and 
governing bodies. 

But he argues that although these 
pastims played - and still play - a 
leading role in the national psyche, 
the rest of the world has since put 
their own stamp on the sports that 
originated on these shores. 

A map of the country shows the 
birthplace in Upton, Bucking¬ 
hamshire, of Sir Neville Chamberlain, 
who invented the game of snooker, 
apparently, and of Fullerton in Wilt¬ 
shire, where Northanger Abbey 
heroine Catherine Moorland first 
played baseball - years before the 


Americans claimed to have invented 
it. 

Badminton in Gloucestershire 
marks the spot where the racquet 
game was first played, or at least 
renamed, while in Bury, the dartboard 
was reputedly invented. 

Among the other nuggets are that 
cricket was first played in Guildford, 
Surrey on a site where a furniture 
store now stands, managed by the 
father of the current England wicket¬ 
keeper Matt Prior. 

Even the modern Olympic Games 
were founded in Much Wenlock, 
Shropshire. And, did you know James 
I’s big contribution to the world of 
horse racing? He discovered Newmar¬ 
ket. 

It’s a riveting read for all sports 
fans. But there is one gripe, that a 
book written from a British perspec¬ 
tive should contain so many words 
like characterized and recognized 
with an American ‘z’ and not an ‘s’.

Drain covers thief is jailed for 
‘putting the public in danger' 


A MAN has been jailed after magis¬ 
trates told him that he had put 
members of the public in danger by 
stealing drain covers. 

Mark Bilsby admitted stealing three drain 
covers in Lowndes Road, Stourbridge. 

The 48 year old, of Trinity Road, Amblecote, 
was jailed for four weeks. Presiding magistrate 
Mrs Dawn Gill told him: “There is a prevalence of 
theft of metal in this community and this raises 
concerns for public safety.” 

She added that previous non-custodial sen¬ 
tences against Bilsby - who had 50 previous con¬ 


victions involving over 100 offences - had failed 
to deter him from committing crime. 

She said the magistrates had taken his record 
into account before deciding to jail him. A co¬ 
defendant, 72-year-old Ivan Allen, of Avenue 
Road, Blackheath, was at an earlier hearing given 
a 12-month conditional discharge and ordered to 
pay £85 costs. 

Allen had also admitted stealing the drain 
covers. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said police were 
called after two men were seen taking the covers 
from drains. Police found Bilsby and Allen on 
wasteland off Lowndes Road, with one of the 


drain covers on the trailer of Allen’s van. Bilsby 
told police they had gone to the wasteland bec¬ 
ause he knew there were some old televisions 
there and he had intended to take them to a scrap 
dealer. 

They claimed they found the drain covers, 
which had already been moved off the drains by 
somebody else. 

Mr Cooper added that the police officers 
retrieved the covers and made the drains safe. 

Mr Michael Davies, defending, said Bilsby had 
a “fearsome” record but had stayed out of trouble 
for two and a half years, which he described as a 
“feat in itself.” 


Cadets pull 
in pounds 

SEA CADETS in Dudley showed their 
strength when they pulled a canal barge for 
20 miles through the Black Country - raising 
£ 1 , 000 . 

The narrowboat was dragged along the 
waterways network from Dudley Canal Trust 
in Birmingham New Road to Brindley Place 
in Birmingham and back again. 

The challenge took nine hours with the 
cadets working in shifts throughout the day. 

Money raised will go to a new powerboat 
for safety cover whilst the cadets take part in 
sailing, canoeing or rowing, along with the 
winter maintenance programme of their 
boats. 

Organiser Alan Beasley said: “We had had 
a smashing day out. It was so satisfying 
seeing the youngsters enjoying themselves.” 


Snake man Mark 
is back after bite 



Bitten by a deadly snake, reptile expert, Mark O’Shea 

REPTILE expert Mark O’Shea has spoken of being almost 
poisoned by one of the world’s deadliest snakes in a bizarre 
incident - as he returned to work at West Midland Safari 
Park less than 24 hours after being bitten. 

The snake handler at the Bewdley attraction had been 
feeding a rat to King Cobra Sleeping Beauty when she sank 
her fangs into his shoe two days ago. 

The bite did not break his skin so he did not realise that 
the venom had entered his body until he was on stage 
talking to visitors to the park shortly afterwards when he 
began to feel his throat seizing up and dizziness. 

The 56-year-old said: “I was feeding the King Cobra a rat 
using forceps, which is the normal procedure, but she 
missed it. She was then moving around for it and went for 
the nearest thing which was my foot. 

“I took off my shoe and rolled up my sock, which was 
soaking from the venom, but I could not see a bite mark.” 

“I then took out a python and went to do the animal 
encounter presentation on stage. I was talking about ana¬ 
condas when I started to feel dizzy and was finding it hard 
to concentrate.” 

Mr O’Shea, originally from Wolverhampton but now 
living in Telford, apologised to the audience and left the 
stage for colleagues to carry out the snake bite procedure. 

He was taken to hospital on Sunday afternoon, but 
required no treatment as the effects of the venom wore off. 

“I had been wearing my boots without socks the weekend 
before and I had rubbed my toes raw. This was how the 
venom got in,” the presenter said. 

Paramedics were called to the scene at 4pm on Sunday. 

Order on neighbour 
who shouted abuse 

A MAN shouted abuse at a neighbour, causing his victim to 
become “paranoid” in his own home, a court heard. 

Edward Fitzherbert-Stewart, aged 39, also set fire to a 
rubbish bin in a separate incident. 

Fitzherbert-Stewart, of Clent Court, Vicarage Prospect, 
Dudley, admitted damaging a pane of glass in a communal 
door at the Dudley Council-owned flats where he lives, 
using threatening behaviour and arson. 

Dudley magistrates gave him a 12-month supervision 
order, told him to pay £50 to the victim of his threatening 
behaviour and ordered him to pay £200 compensation to 
Dudley Council and £100 costs. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said the neighbour was 
awoken at 2.15am when he heard someone kicking his door 
on July 21. He opened the door and Fitzherbert-Stewart 
shouted a homophobic insult at him. 

The other offence was committed on July 24.

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Proposals for £24m learning 
campus given the go-ahead 


Fears on road 
crossing plan 

A CAMPAIGN has been launched for a 
crossing along a busy road - but traders fear 
it will lead to a loss of parking outside their 
shops causing business to plummet. 

Residents want a crossing to be installed 
along Park Road, Woodsetton, as many eld¬ 
erly people struggle to get across the busy 
carriageway 

It has been taken up by Upper Gornal and 
Woodsetton councillor Keiran Casey who 
has called on Dudley Council to look into the 
scheme. 

But traders say while a crossing along the 
road is needed serious thought needs to be 
put into where it will be installed as a loss 
of parking outside their shops would impact 
on business. Tracy Crampton, who runs 
Tracy’s Unisex Hair Salon, said: “A crossing 
is needed somewhere along the road.” 


A £24 MILLION learning campus, 
which will be built on the same site as 
two Kidderminster schools, has been 
given the go-ahead by council plan¬ 
ners. 

Under the proposals, a new school would open 
catering for 220 pupils aged two to 19 with spe¬ 
cial educational needs. 

A new science teaching block, an early years 
teaching hub and boarding house would also be 
built on the site of Baxter College and St John’s 
Primary School. The plans were drawn up by 
Worcestershire County Council education chiefs. 


They have been submitted to Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council. The district council has backed the 
plans, which aim to bring mainstream and spe¬ 
cial school pupils together. 

A decision notice by director Mike Parker said 
the authority had no objections to the scheme 
and it was considered “appropriate in the context 
of design and siting”. 

Classrooms and the science laboratories will be 
shared by the schools while new sports facilities, 
including a floodlit artificial pitch and multi-use 
games area, which will be open to the wider com¬ 
munity, are also included. St John’s Primary 
would be refurbished and extended as part of the 


scheme. The new special school, called Wyre For¬ 
est School, will replace the existing Stourminster 
and Blakebrook Schools in Kidderminster. 

The county council’s cabinet member for 
transformation and change, David Thain, said: 
“The scheme aims to provide sports and educa¬ 
tional facilities that will be available for use by 
the local community.” 

Staff, parents, pupils and local residents were 
consulted on the scheme during an event earlier 
this year. The new school will be built on an area 
of the site occupied by 10 mobile science class¬ 
rooms. The council’s property services team is 
working with contractors Speller Metcalfe. 


Boy is used in 
theft of purse 

A MAN with a young boy distracted a shop 
worker while a woman sneaked into a store 
and stole her purse containing £160 and 
credit cards, say police. 

The man and child walked into Barbara 
Clark Design Studio, Worcester Road, Hagley.

After a short exchange in broken English 
she left with the man and boy, who is believed 
to be about six. The staff member then dis¬ 
covered the theft.

5ft 4ins, of large build with short dark hair 
and had several gold teeth. The woman was 
of a similar age and height, overweight, was 
wearing a black headscarf and skirt, and had 
a tan-coloured handbag.

Tragedy rider is 
named by police 

A MOTORCYCLIST who died after coming off his bike in 
Stourport has been named by police as Kieran Joseph 
O’Sullivan. 

The 21-year-old, who lived in the town, lost control of the 
vehicle near to the Brinton Arms pub, Bewdley Road. 

He suffered a serious head injury and was confirmed dead 
at the scene by paramedics. Police said they were still trying 
to trace the motorcycle Mr O’Sullivan had been riding after 
it was removed from the scene before officers arrived. 

The vehicle is believed to be red and black. 

Inspector Julian Smith, of West Mercia Police, said: “We 
are grateful to those people who have come forward with 
information but we have still not been able to recover the 
motorcycle. 

“A young man has tragically lost his life in this incident 
and the police have a duty to provide a full and comprehen¬ 
sive report to the coroner for the inquest which will be held 
in due course. 

“It is possible whoever took it from the scene knew Mr 
O’Sullivan and intended to return it to him or his family 
later not realising he had been fatally injured. 

“I would repeat our primary focus in finding the bike is 
so we can complete our investigation into the incident.”

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 

I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. _ 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame. _

Let’s get something out of the way first 
. . . why do car companies settle on 
ridiculous or even comedic names to 
call new models? 

Silly question really, we all know it’s down to 
marketing and focus teams trying to validate their 
vast fees on such tasks. 

Volkswagen has not really fallen into that pit too 
deep but the name of their latest city car has been 
the object of some derision. 

up! (yes the lower case initial letter and exclama¬ 
tion mark are part of the name) is a totally new car 
from the marque, a sub-Polo sized vehicle in the 
wake of the Fox and the Lupo. Animal names are 
not so bad even though we have one English and 
one Italian in the former and latter. But Up! is 
dreadful, it looks ridiculous in the middle of a sen¬ 
tence and even incorrect. Exclamation marks are 
meant for emphasis at the end of sentences. So I 
shall just refer to it as the Up hereon. 

With the pressure on motoring costs, demand 
for sub-compact cars has grown enormously and 
sales are impressive. So the Up is a good move for 
Volkswagen in the marketplace which includes the 
lovely Fiat 500. 

I love the modern 500 because it reminds me of 
the days of the original model, a time of carefree 
days as a student when I drove to university in and 
old but endearing bubble. 

And I found, to my surprise, that I like the Up. 
It is good looking front and back and inside that 


continues. While the entry level may be a little 
basic for not much more money you can get a trim 
level that is well fitted out. You can also make the 
car your very own with well-priced options for per¬ 
sonalisation - from the dashboard to the wheels. 

Then we come to the added attraction above the 
500 - the space inside. The 3.5 metre Up really does 
surprise.

Audi A1 
Sportback 
eases into 
family life 

IT had to happen sometime. The call finally 
came in for the comfortable and tough Q5 to 
go back home, and so it needed to be 
replaced with something different. 

It just so happened that the call came in at the same 
time as the Audi A1 Sportback appeared in the UK, and the 
chance to run around in one for six months raised an 
obvious question: in this era of belt-tightening and down¬ 
sizing, can you really switch from a big SUV to a super¬ 
mini? Too late to back out ■ 


My plans to pamper the 
A1 from the day it arrived 
were even more quickly 
destroyed. The need to 
travel to various parts of the 
country, cope with the shop¬ 
ping and even handle my 
two young kids on a 
weekend away meant the 
A1 simply had to get on with 
it. 

Despite being as good as 
half the size of the mid-sized 
SUV, the A1 did a fine job of 
carrying me, two boys in car 
seats and all of the gear. 

Sure the boot was stuffed 
to the gills and I had to use 
the footwells a little, but 
this is a B-segment hatch¬ 
back; the fact that you can 
utilise all of its footprint is a 
real bonus. 

And having become thor¬ 
oughly fed up of paying 
through the nose for diesel, 
the A1 had to be a petrol, 
particularly because Audi is 
one of those firms at the 
forefront of the petrol ren¬ 
aissance. 

Cylinder 

So this particular Sport¬ 
back runs the 1.4-litre TFSI 
with 122PS (that’s 120bhp 
in old money) hitched up to 
the seven-speed S tronic 
transmission. 

Sadly the even more 
impressive 1.4 turbo with 
cylinder deactivation isn’t 
available yet, but this 
version perfectly covers all 
the bases. 

It has usefully more poke 
than the 1.2 TFSI and with 
a 0-62mph time of nine 
seconds flat, it qualifies as a 
warm hatch in my book. Yet 
it clocks up an official 
53.3mpg combined and just 
122g/kmof C02. 

Of course, you have to 
drive it appropriately to get 
those figures, and to be per¬ 
fectly honest I’ve not yet 
managed to restrain myself. 

The trouble is it feels far 
too sporty to be driven like 
an eco-special, at least when 
you’re as easily influenced 
as me. 

With the S tronic box, you 
can keep both hands on the 
wheel, and although it’s 
turbocharged, you do need 
to rev it a little to extract 
maximum performance - 
hence it’s not yet doing 50 
miles per gallon. 

This wasn’t helped by the 
fact it went to visit its glam¬ 
orous big brother in the 
shape of the R8 GT Spyder. 


They share more than 
just a body colour, too: OK 
so I’m not going to tell you 
the A1 is the perfect substi¬ 
tute for a £130,000 super¬ 
car, but the A1 is huge fun 
on a back road chiefly 
because it is small, rela¬ 
tively light and responsive. 

The Sport trim brings 
with it stiffer suspension 
and although you might 
wish for the softer SE when 
you’re traversing the worst 
pot holes the UK can offer, 
the trade off is well worth it. 

And if you spec it right, 
the A1 Sportback can look 
like a junior hot hatch, too. 
Upgrade to one of the pretty 
17in wheels designs for 
around £500 and you have 
the looks to go with the per¬ 
formance. 

You can even add a rear 
spoiler and a modest body 
kit for a few pounds more. 
Regardless of any option 
box ticking, the A1 is 
arguably the best looking 
Audi on the street. 

The way the bonnet 
wraps into the front wings 
is just like the TT, and the 
extra pair of doors are seam¬ 
lessly integrated into the 
shape. It’s also hard not to 
like small cars; the A1 pulls 
off wearing the premium 
four rings of Audi and 
doesn’t suffer for it either. 

It might be a small Audi 
but you still get all the big 
Audi stuff. The cabin is a 
real quality piece of work 
and depending on how 
much you decide to spend, it 
can have all the bells and 
whistles. 

Yet it doesn’t suffer from 
a rash of buttons and 
instead has an appealingly 
minimalist dashboard that 
feels expensive, and little 
details like the screen that 
simply folds away by click¬ 
ing it into place show some 
real thought. 

It’s been a busy month 
but the A1 Sportback has 
dived right in and got on 
with the job. Next month I 
promise a) to wash it a lot 
more and b) to stop driving 
it flat out all the time to give 
it a chance of making the 
right fuel economy. 

Before you blame your 
car for not making the com¬ 
bined figure, take a look at 
yourself...

NEW head coach Steve Clarke 
has just one problem after this 
opening day victory: How does he 
follow it? 

He hopes for a long and successful career 
in management. But it is hard to imagine he 
will ever experience another day quite as 
perfect as his first, writes Steve Madeley. 

Three points, a clean sheet and a stun¬ 
ning opening goal from a returning 
Hawthorns hero made for a dream competi¬ 
tive debut for the Baggies’ new head coach. 

In fact, had Clarke allowed his mind to 
wander in the days before his Albion reign 
began ‘for real’, it is doubtful even he could 
have conceived something quite as special as 
he got on Saturday. 

There was a fine debut from one summer 
signing, Claudio Yacob, who walked away 
with the sponsors’ champagne on his first 
day in the English game. 

And there was a debut goal from another, 
Romelu Lukaku, who produced an eye¬ 
catching cameo that hinted at some memo¬ 
rable moments to follow. 

Bonus 

Shane Long’s tame penalty miss was, 
perhaps, the only element of a splendid day 
that might not have featured in Clarke’s 
fantasy. 

There was the added bonus, too, of claim¬ 
ing his fabulous first-day victory against the 
club who deemed him surplus to require¬ 
ments just a few months ago. 

Most of all, though, it was the day that 
Clarke was welcomed into the Albion 
‘family’ - and the significance of the 
weekend’s win cannot be under-estimated 
when it comes to his acceptance by the 
Hawthorns faithful.

“It didn’t quite work out 
for him at Chelsea last 
season for whatever reason. 

“One of the things he said 
is that he felt it was like a 
season wasted and he didn’t 
learn and didn’t get enough 
work in training. 

“Hopefully, here we can 
help to push him on again. 
He’s obviously a talented 
player. We can help him to 
learn and as he’s learning 
he’ll be helping us as well.” 

Lukaku found Didier 
Drogba, Fernando Torres, 
Salomon Kalou and Daniel 
Sturridge in his path before 
Clarke’s Chelsea contacts 
became a major factor in 
recruiting him. 

He added: “I know there 
was a number of clubs after 
him. I wasn’t surprised he 
chose to come here. I knew 
we could offer him some¬ 
thing maybe other clubs 
couldn’t.”
